The format of this year's Forge is, 
tor the brief history of the maga- 
zine, somewhat revolutionary.

Graceful Kennerly body-type adds 
to both appearance and the readabil- 
ity of the material, while white 
space relieves the monotony and 
drabness that has caused much of 
the unfavorable comment on past 
issiies. 

Tlic contents of this year's pub- 
lication include five pieces of fic* 



tlon, four poems and three articles, 
To some extent the creative air is 
still present, as is natural in any 
serious literary magazine. But a 
sincere attempt has been made to 
balance the conventional and the 
unconventional In writing.. A simple 
sea story is offset by the Impress 
ionistic biography of a refugee; a 
quaint old-fashioned tale with a 
moral Is balanced by a study in sub 
Jcctivlsm, and so on. The articles 
deal with such varied subjeels as 
student government at McGill, Har 
old Laski, and the New England 
college. It is thought that every 
taste, should be satisfied. 

Whether or not this year's edi- 
torial board will be permitted to 
put out a second issue sometime in 
the spring depends on the recep- 
tion that the current issue gets this 
week. The editors feel confident 
that the student body will see the 
importance of a magazine of crea- 
tive writing to university life and 
will show their feeling by making 
this issue of The Forgera complete

Vincent Sheean Warns 
Of Temporary Defeats 



Well-known Journalist 
Tells of Possible 
Losses in Pacific 



Speaking before a capacity audi- 
ence at the People's Forum, Vincent 
Sheean, noted American Journalist 
and novelist, last night warned that 
temporary day-to-day advantages 
would .logically fall to the Japanese 
although the superior resources of 
thé United States would decide the 
ultimate issue. 

Sober, self-assiu-ed, and hand 
some, Vincent Sheean painted a de 
tailed picture of the Oriental the 
atrc of war in a forthright manner. 
"In these weeks coming. It need not 
surprise us it we suffer reverse af- 
ter reverse," he said, and declared 
we must prepare ourselves psychol 
ogically for the losses of Hong 
Kong, Guam, Woke, Midway, and 
even Rangoon and the Burma Road. 

The speaker dwelt with- each 
strategic point in the Paciflc In turn. 
Having returned from the scene 
only a week before Japan's attack 
on Pari Harbour last Sunday, he 
was able to speak with authority 
on recent developments. 

Sheean opened his talk by telling 
the audience of Colonel Knox's 
statment of the Pearl Harbour 
losses, made last night The incident, 
said the speaker, marked the be 
ginning of the third and perhaps 
Anal phase of the present war. The 
two previous phases had been the 
developments before Dunkirk and 
the Russo-German war. 

Warns of Impending Shocks 
Going on to discuss the strategies 
of the Oriental war, Sheean warned 
of impending shocks. Ho cited speci 
flcally that we can expect to lose 
the Philippines, Hong Kong, and 
Northern Malaya unless we can pro 
vide aerial and military reinforce 
mcnts. The defense of Johore and 
Luzon, in particular, he said, were 
likely to be decided solely by air 
superiority. 

Noting the strong antl-Britiish 
feeling among the natives In Ran- 
goon, Sheean warned of the possi-

Sir Harold Gillies 
To Address Group 
In Moyse Hali 

'Plastic Surgery in Wartime" 
will be the subject of an illustrated 
address to be given before the 
Montreal Medlco-Chirurgieal Socle- 
ty on Wednesday evening, 0 p.m. In 
Moyse Hall. The speaker will be 
Sir Harold Delf Gillies, O.B.E., 
C.B.E,, F.R.C.S. (England), F.A.C.S 

Sir Harold holds the position of 
chief plastic surgeon to all branches 
of His Majesty's Forces In Great 
Britain, and Is also a constiltant In 
his specialty to the Canadian forces 
In the British Isles. 

Before the outbreak of the war, 
Sir Harold had attained distinction 
for himself on account of his good 
work as chief plastic surgeon In St. 
Barthotomew's Hospital in London, 
also at Cambridge Hospital and 
other centres to whom he made his 
services available. His genius for 
organising led to his undertaking 
the çehtraiizalion of all .the facili- 
ties for plastic surgery on military 
and civilian casualties: This became 
an urgent need following Dunkirk 
and the concentrated bombing at- 
tacks on the British Isles In Sep- 
tember. • : - - 

Sh: Harold's visit to Montreal 
comes near' the end of an extended 
lecture-mission to this side of the 
Atlantic. He has addressed Import- 
ant medical audiences in South 
America and the United States of 
America, and has visited many of 
the medical centres in these coun- 
tries. It Is understood that Sir Har- 
old will shortly return to Great 
Britain. 

Before speaking in Moyse Hail on 
Wednesday night, the distinguished 
surgeon will be entertained at din- 
ner^aUthe^ Montreal Neurological 
In'sUtute'^by the leading medical 
men of the city. Following the din- 
ner, the party will proceed to Moyse 
Hall, in the Arts building, where 
Sir Harold will deal with the prob- 
lems and techniques of the art of 
modern plastic surgery. The talk 
will be Illustrated with pictures' 
which will probably be chiefly con- 
teemed with the most recent ad- 
vances since, the war began.

Dr. C. James 
Is Opposed to 
Bonus Scheme 

No Credits 
To Be Given 
For Training 



Principal F. Cyril James of 
McGill University has fonnnlly 
declared against tlic plan of 
granting credits to students wito 
are taking military training 
under tlie Ç.O.T.C. Under tliis 
system those 'who are in the 
Training Corps, and who stand 
in need of a few marks to ac' 
quire the requisite standing, or 
to gain first-class honours, will 
be granted a "bonus" to help 
them across the line. 

The bonus principle has been en 
dorsed by Dr. N. J. Cody, Presi- 
dent of the University of Toronto. 
Each faculty at Varsity has. drawn 
up Its own rules on tho granting of 
bonuses, which will be granted upon 
the recommendation of the Train 
ing Centre. 

Neville Denounces Scheme 
Dean K. P. R. Neville of the Uni 
versity of Western Ontario denounc' 
ed the scheme as a "sympathy 
racket," and recalled that it was 
contrary to an agreement reached 
at a conference of Canadian Univer- 
sities held two years ago. Dean 
Neville was on the executive of the 
Conference. He opined that the 
chance of an army commission was 
a . sufficient spur and reward to 
those taking the training. 

Principal James stated that "Mc- 
GIll University has decided not to 
give crédita; It cxpecta that people 
will do the military training as a 
part of their contribution to the 
war." When asked if he agreed with 
Dean Neville, the Principal stated 
that he was qultç .certain that, the

It's about time. ... 
Definite action is promised in n month, 
"after the neccssarj' boards and mechan- 
ism linvc been set up." By the time stu- 
dents rcUirn to college after the Christmas 
vacation, the plan will, we hope, bo near- 
ing completion. 

Selective Service, the Daily has pointed 
out before, is the solution to many of the 
difficulties that beset the university stU' 
dent in time of war. 

No longer will he have to make a pain 
ful personal decision as to the value of his 
work: whether the armed forces or the 
country at large needs him most. 

He should no longer have to cope with 
public opinion, which in great majority 
points the accusing finger at the ablo; 
bodied -campus population, calling them 
*hide-oytfi under the academic gown.' 

He should no longer have to view with 
dismay the increased inefficiency and 
dropping marks that arc tl>c companions 
of a half-and-half attempt to answer a 
situation. Those now enrolled at the uni- 
versity will become students or they will 
become soldiers. Wc hope that they will 
no longer be called upon to attempt both 
aims. 

He should be glad that at long last ho 
will know where he stands — and that with- 
out a shadow of doubt— and that he can 
now throw all his energies whole-heartedly 
to the task which is set him, whatever that 
, task may be.

Mount Allison University

On a hilltop overlooking - the Tantramar 
Marsh and River in New Brunswick rise the 
buildings of Mount Allison University. In 1840 
the cornerstone ol the first building was laid, 
but the centennial celebration had to be post- 
poned because ol war conditions. The red 
stone of the ivy-covered walls was obtained 
from the university quarry a short distance 
from the college. From the campus borders 
spread out the homes and foundries of the 
town of Sackville. 

Now that the university location has been 
described, let us turn to a brief description of 
the campus itself. Associated with the Uni- 
versity arc the School for Girls and tho boys' 
Academy. The nien and, women live in separ- 
ate residences with the commercial students 
occupying Allison Lodge and "The Cottage." 
Mount Allison is a small college, the enrol- 
ment never going above five hundred students 
from all parts of the world. , 

Most of the buildings are clustered on top 
of the hill. On one tide of York street are the 
four-storied Men's Residence and ,the gymnas- 
ium, and before them lie the upper and lower 
football fields. Across Lansdowne street from 
the playing field is the skating rink, Its roof 
bearing signs of graduating classes gone but 
not forgotten. On the other sido of York street 
are tho remaining buifdlngs, those on the hill 
being set away from the street by the tennis 
courts. Charles Fawcett Memorial Hall stands 
as a bulwark al their feet to prevent the en- 
croachment of the town onto the campus. Be- 
side It lies the "L.C." pond, no longer used for 
initiation, and the fountain. 

The Conservatory of Music and Allison 
Hall, tho women's residence, overlook the 
lawns and pathways leading to the pond. 

Behind Allison Hall arc the Science Build- 
ing, the Library, and Centennial Hall in which 
the chapel is located. The class of '36 on gradu- 
ation donated the bell, and although chapel 
attendance is no longer compulsory a great 
proportion of the student body still climbs 
those three flights of stairs every. morning; for 
the brief service. Owen's Art Gallery, besides 
housing exhibition and teaching rooms for 
painting and drawing, has facilities for pottery 
work, basketry, metal work, weaving and 
other applied arts. The sewing laboratory of 
the Home Economics Department is a separate 
building in the^ far comer of the campus. Be- 
side It is a' small house for the biology depart- 
ment plants and live animals. 

There seems little to say concerning the 
students. Wc look forward from one week' 
end's activity to the next, either a dance or a 
play or a big game. Life goes oii far too quick' 
ly and quite quietly, we enjoy ourselves with 
just an average amount of worry and hard 
work.

Dear Sir,— Only once before, in 
the three years that I have been at 
McGill have I ever felt the desire 
to take any single person or group 
to task for the ophiions that they 
have openly expressed through the 
pages of the Daily. 

A letter appeared yesterday, sign- 
ed by someone who did not care to 
divulge his name to the ridicule, 'of 
the University, under the pseudo 
nymn "Anti Empty Heads." I might 
point out that in this example he 
or she showed quite clearly that he 
or she was anti-self. 

In the first place, I might point 
out that the author of this letter 
had a good basic argument. I, as an 
engineer, admit that the engineers* 
Daily was pretty rank, and also that 
almost any epithet one might like 
to think of would apply to the Ban 
quel. However, be that as it may, 
this strikes me as being the En' 
gineers' business; they have a repu' 
tation, given them by others, which 
they try to maintain, and also they 
work and seldom have much time 
for real relaxation. For this reason 
they try to make tho most of what 
they have. 

But the letter does not criticise 
these. It does not even mention 
them. Instead it picks on the 
Campus Queen contest to strafe. 
This was not done seriously, it was 
done in the spirit of fun and was 
accepted in such a way by the great 
majority of the students. Judging 
from the crowd' at the judging 
parade it was a success; there were 
lot of students there and they 
seemed to be enjoying themsleves. 
In times of war when students are 
studying as hard as they know how 
so as to be the more able to do their 
bit towards the war effort, they do 
not lessen their efficiency by 
spending their spare time pleasant' 
ly. It does not increase efficiency 
to sit in a dark comer and philoso 
phise on how many Russians there 
must now be who have lost either 
a leg or an arm, it does not help to 
collect statistics of how many ounces 
of allied shipping has been sunk 
since the war began, and why the 
rate of production is not great 
enough to offset this. Not one stU' 
dent in a hundred can work for six 
teen hours a day, eat for one and 
a half, and sleep for the remaining 
six and a half, seven days a week 
and still maintain his health or 
sanity. Therefore, let us be thank 
ful that this spare time and relaxa 
tion took sucli an inoffensive form 
as the campus queen contest, rather 
than manifesting Itself, as so often 
happens tmdèr similar circum' 
stances, in excessive drinking 
brawling and generally defaming 
McGiil's name throughout the city. 

The author then goes on, in 
rather 'clever' little pun, to suggest 
that we should all Join the army 
immediately. In this connection I 
should like to point out that a large 
proportion of the students in En 
gincering have more than once of 
fared themselves to the armed ser 
vices, only to be advised to stay 
whre they are, since they arc need 
ed by the country. In England, 
where surely people must by now 
realise that there Is a war on, stu 
dents in Science, Medicine and En 
gineering are remaining on at the 
university, having received special 
exemptions from the government I 
may be wrong, but I would hesi- 
tate to state that Mr, A. E. H. 
knows more about what should be 



done than the government of Great 
Britain, at a time like this. Alio, I 
should like to ask whether M E, H. 
is a C specimen or whether he idoes 
not believe In practicing what he 
preaches. Even if A. E. H. is a 
woman, I would like to mention 
that there arc auxiliary services 
open to women also. 

Finally, this budding director of 
our War Effort, says that any A.1 
man should be ashamed to partici- 
pate in a salvage drive when he 
could be in the firing line. In this 
connection I might suggest that ii 
one Is not giving all one's time dl 
rectly^to^the war effort. It is more 
commendable to give as much as 
one can sparo than It Is to give 
none at all. This "glvc-nolhlng-if- 
you-cannot-give-all" attitude is an 
attitude which could spell utter 
ruination If it were more generally 
accepted. There would now be no 
London if the voluntary fire-watch 
erft and flre-flghters had stayed at 
home and sulked because they were 
not In the army sporting a nice new 
uniform, tiiat they did not need, 
when they could ba of real ler' 
vice to their country in a pair of 
overalls at home.
